MR opening- of the water works 
ease yesterday morning marked 
the commencement of the argu- 
ment on behalf of the defendants, 
penlng the case .Mr. McPhilllps re- 
tc> the evidence given, which 
il that the upper record was for 
10,000 inches and the lower for lf>,0(IU. 
In referring to the Water Clauses ict 
in- contended that by the plural num- 
ber being employed in the language 
that therefore the Victoria Power 
Company was '.lot restricted to a single 
record or to a single location. Hav- 
ing applied for a record at Shawnlgan 
did not preclude making application 
elsewhere. He contended that the 
Victoria Power Company's right ex- 
tended within a radius of 100 miles 
from Victoria and that their applica- 
tion for power at Shawnlgan Lake diil 
.nit in any way show two undertak- 
ings. 

His Lordship referred to the fact 
that throughout the words "the under- 
taking" were used. It was question- 
able whether, having decided on one 
undertaking, another location could he 
decided upon. He had nothing in the 
evidence to show the scope of what 
the defendants intended to do. 

Mr. McPhilllps held that the de- 
fendants could go to the lieu tenant - 
governor-in-councll ami ask permis- 
sion to expropriate all the property of 
the plaintiffs. Ho contended that this 
was not the Intention of the act. The 
company, he said, by its memorandum 
of incorporation was able to go any- 
where In area embracing the territory 
within 100 miles of Victoria. The 
application for a record at Shawnlgan 
did not preclude going elsewhere, but, 
on the contrary, this application at 
Coldstream was for a new undertak- 
ing. 

His Lordship thought that this was 
giving a different meaning to "under- 
taking" to that generally applied in 

i law. This proposed meaning was 
more In line with what might be called 
the prlmallstic sense, and apply to only 

] a part of the business concern.

His Lordship was of the opinion 
that If the Victoria Power Company 
secured the record at Shawnlgan Lake 
they could not erect more works at 
Goklstrenm. According to his con- 
tention the statutes are very strong In 
their dealing. They can by the gen- 
eral act take and cofner on the lieu- 
tenant-governor-In-council the right to 
grant or withhold. He thought, there- 
fore, that nothing could be held unless 
It was absolutely stated. Any power 
Sral act take and confer on the lleu- 
:enant-governor-ln-couhcil might ex- 
propriate any property of another 
company. It was his opinion that 
the certificate at Shawnlgan Lake had 
elapsed for want of the required capi- 
tal being subscribed. 

Mr. McPhilllps thought it was still 
In force, as the capital had been sub- 
scribed, and he would, If desired, pro- 
duce evidence to show It. it was de- 
cided to leave this phase of the ques- 
tion until later on In the discussion. 

Continuing, Mr. McPhilllps took up 
the evidence of Mr. Lubbe in which 
he stated that there was a waste of 
10 per cent., while another witness 
put it. at 39 per cent. He contended 
that this water was open to recoid, 
Bind the question of how much they 
could obtain was for the commissioner 
to decide. It had been admitted In 
evidence that at times the stream was

Be- o 
sides this, there were two small j o 
streams running from Cabin Pond. • / j 
Tin- evidence of the caretaker also 5 
showed that, there was water going to 
waste. 

His Lordship was of the opinion 
that the plaintiffs had done everything! 
in their power to conserve the entire 
run-off. He pointed out that a rec- 
ord means that someone has power to 
divert, and he could not see how the 
defendants intended to take water 
fiom the ditch on some days and not 
on others. 

Mr. .McPhilllps then took up the 
question of riparian rights. He re- 
ferred to the Consolidated Land Act of

RUSSIA PREPARING 

FOR FINAL STRUGGLE 

T. PETERSBURG, Dec. 19.— Russia is apparently on the eve of a 
great, if not a final, struggle for mastery between the government 
and the proletariat. Both sides have lined up for battle. There 
is an air of suppressed excitement throughout the city. The 
streets have a holiday appearance in honor of the Emperor's name-day, 
and are crowded. Collisions between "Reds" and "Loyalists" are 
momentarily expected, but fortunately none has been reported up to 
this hour. Batteries of machine guns are stationed at several points 
of vantage throughout the city, and patrols of infantry and Cossacks 
are everywhere. A specially heavy guard is stationed near the Jewish 
market. Services were held in all the churches today, and in every 
barracks the Emperor's order for an increase of pay and of food was 
read. It incr«ases the annual oay of the army from $1.35 por head to 
§3 in case of the ordinary privates, from $3 to $6 of the guards. Tjae 
pay of the non-commissioned officers is increased in proportion, in 
the case of the highest, or sergeant-major, amounting to $36.

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ITHIN the past few weeks 
Victoria has been a point 
chosen for the exercise of the 
philanthropic tendencies of the 
multi-millionaire, Andrew Carnegie; 
and so unostentatiously was his gen- 
erosity exercised that very few know 
of the kindly act of the noted Scots- 
man.

A fellow-townsman of Andrew Car- 
negie, resident In Victoria, whose 
name for obvious reasons is with- 
held, found himself in straitened cir- 
cumstances, his eyesight having par- 
tlally failed him.

1SSS, and quoted from it to show that 
the riparian right owner hud no ex- 
clusive right such aw claimed by the 
plaintiff a. 

An adjournment was then taken 
until after lunch. 

Afternoon Session 

On resuming after the adjournment, 
Mr. MoPhlllipa continued his argu- 
ment In reference to riparian right 
ownership. He contended that the act 
was repealed in 1897, and by that re- 
pealment it took away the rights of 
the plaintiffs. He claimed that Hie 
plaintiffs were using water for power 
purposes when they were only en- 
titl^'l to it for water works purposes, 
which was not in accordance with the 
statutes. 

Mis Lordship was of the opinion 
that there was nothing in the statutes 
which entitled them to dam the water 
supply and divert for other than do- 
mestic purposes. 

Mr. MePhlllips contended that the 
plaintiffs did not have the right to 
claim exclusive rights to all water and 
land in that section, nor were they 
entitled to use it for power purposes, 
if they desired to use it for power, 
they bad the right lo appear before a 
supreme court judge and apply for the 
right to use it for power. He did not 
think the legislature Intended to allow 
for confiscation, but only desired to 
set a time for all companies to com- 
mence operations. limn the evidence 
Mr. MePhlllips claimed thai it was 
shown thai the company was organ- 
ized to supply power to the National 
Kloetrle Company. The company con- 
tracted to supply povvei and were lo 
.he paid by the horse power, lie held 
Hint as reservoirs Nos, I and - could 
only liobl a certain <|uantlty, the 
power company were entitled In Hie 
remainder. lie contended that ihe 
companies which are given special 
]iower are subject to Ihe Consolidated 
Land Clauses Act. By this they 
must exercise their power within three 
years. The legislature passed the act 
Incorporating the different companies 
In 18S5. In 1892 they enacted an- 
other which under ordinary circum- 
stances would ma have touched Ihe 
companies, as Iheir time for com- 
mencing work had expired. la 1SII7

He contended that if 
ii was necessary to make special men- 
tion in 1SS0, It was ulso necessary to 
do so in 189a and ISO": but as it had 
not been done, he held that the water 
works company were not entitled lo 
Coldstream lakes. He thought that 
the water company by claiming the 
lakes would have to depend on their 
riparian ownership. 

His Lordship desired to know if the 
power tfi divert the stream dues not 
give them power to divert the lake. 

Mr. MePhlllips was of the opinion 
thai It did not. 

His Lordship wished to lie cnllgllt- 
etied as to the claim of the riparian 
owner regarding the appropriation of 
the lakes and diminishing ine (low. 

.Mr. MePhlllips— They divert Hie 
water into lite reservoirs and the 
stream from its natural course, and 
make the water How down a channel 
which in some places is not the nat- 
ural course. 

He held that Ihe water company 
had no right to appropriate the lakes 
according to their act. lie contended 
that the plaintiffs will have lo prove 
absolutely that the lukes are to lie 
considered as tributaries, 

Ccaitlnuillg, Mr. MePhlllips stated 
that the balance of water which (he 
plaintiffs have not recorded was still 
open for record. He considered thai 
tho legislature did not give litem the 
right to this water, nor the lakes. He 
understood that the water company 
bad altered the watershed in some 
particulars, but hi any case be would 
contend that the lakes were not cov- 
ered by the language of the statutes.

The Power to Divert, 
tliey had no right to do it ihe way 
they dkl, by expanding tne lakes.

He contended thai the mam point was 
whether or not the legislature had 
used a distinct name I'm- ihe lakes. 

Mr. MePhlllips contended that they 
bad done so in 1885. Why did they 
not do so in Hi!):!? 

Mr. MePhlllips again stated I hat the 
plaintiffs will have to prove thai the 
Victoria Power Company an- excludej 
from Ihe right to record. 

Ills Lordship— There is no doubt but 
that, tliey will have to prove that Ihe 
commissioner lias no right to give you 
a record. 

Mr. MePhlllips contended that the 
legislature did not mean to give the 
right to take water to be used for 
power; It was only for water works. 
The plaintiffs claim the right to supply 
thfi residents of a certain locality with 
water for domestic purposes, hut this 
does not give them the right to use it 
for power.

THE CASE FOR THE PROVINCES. 

The Hon. Lomer Gouin, premier of 
the province of Quebec, was banquettcd 
;it the Windsor hotel in .Montreal mi 
Monday evening a week ago. Among 
those present to do honor to him were 
Sir Wilfrid Liuirier and Hon. (!. W. 
Uoss, both of whom spoke. The Que- 
bec premier took occasion to refer to 
several political questions of moment to 
his province, and among them Chat of 
the readjustment of provincial subsi- 
dies to meet the altered conditions and 
the many requirements of the provinces. 

Sneaking of the time of Confederation 
lie asserted that the provincial revenue 
was badly allotted. To the central gov- 
'eminent that was sought to be created 
at that period he pointed out, was con- 
fided the protection of the general inter- 
ests of all the provinces. That gov- 
ernment had to be provided with suffi- 
cient resources to enable it to obtain its 
object without having recourse to direct 
taxation. The provinces showed them- 
selves liberal, generous even. They 
gave up the customs ami excise duties to 
the central power: that is to say. they 
cave up almost all their revenue for 
nothing remained to them but the rev- 
enues from the public domain and from 
licenses. 

It was true that the provinces wore left 
the right to impose direct taxation in or- 
der to raise or supplement the other rev- 
enues, lull Mr. Collin regarded that as 
the last resort of the provincial treasury, 
lie felt sure, lie said, that it was never 
intended by the fathers of Confederation 
that the provinces should lie obliged to 
meet their expenses in that way. and 
had it been contemplated that they 
should, the provinces would never have 
consented. On this point there is the 
testimony of all the men who tool; part 
in the debates on the resolutions of 18IH 
in the House of the two Canadtts. Two 
alternatives presented themselevs, said 
George Brown, either to leave to the lo- 
cal governments certain indirect reven- 
ues now allotted to the Dominion, or to 
allot to the local governments a certain 
portion of the moneys collected by the 
Federal Government in the form of sub- 
sidies ami allowances. The latter al- 
ternative was adopted. Mr. Gouin did 
not find fault with the arrangement, but 
the question was: Is the amount .suffi- 
cient V Does it do justice to the prov- 
inces'.' He though! a great mistake had 
been made in fixing the basis. 

To show how far the Fathers of Con- 
federation had erred ho pointed out thai 
the amount set anarl for government in 
Quebec was $711.1)00. In the very firsl 
year after Confederation it had cost 
$213,000, or three times the amount 

allotted. It had 1 n estimated by the 

Hon. A. T. Call that the administration 
of Justice, benevolent institutions, pub- 
lic instruction and agriculture would not 
cosl the province- of Quebec and Onta- 
rio mere than $1,800,000. These ser- 
vices cost Ontario $2,400,1 in 11)01 

ami Quebec $1,800,000 in 1004. Sir 
Georcc Cartier estimated the cost of ad- 
ministering Quebec would be $1,300.- 
000. Iii 1S70. ten years afterwards, the 
nctual sum was .•>:'.. 10 1 ,570, or three times 
the estimated amount, and in 1004, $4,- 
078,030. 

The Federal Government was being 
asked to increase the subsidies to the 
provinces and the claim was a fair one. 
The states of Australia had stipulated 
for three-fourths of the revenues receiv- 
ed for customs and excise. Moreover, 
the Federal Government has the power 
to grant subsidies to the stall's of the 
Commonwealth on such terms and condi- 
tions as it may deem suitable, and. live 
Tears after the establishment of a uni- 
form tariff in the Confederation the cen- 
tral Parliament can also decide that the 
excess of revenue over expenditure shall 
he paid to the provinces. 

What wonders, asks Mr. Goilitl, could 
the provinces do with three-fourths or 
tlio $54,000,000 wh'cli the customs and 
excise bring to the Federal Government 
i'n Canada? He referred to the Aus- 
tralian sysetm as the only fair and ra- 
tional system. It will be remembered 
that that point was token by Messrs. 



AVilson and Green, in 1908, in making 
'representations to the Ottawa govern- 
ment. It was Mr. Gouin set forth, 
the principle upon which grams in aid 
to schools were made. It was, lie said, 
impossible to raise the sums required', 
and at the same time render efficient 
service to t lie people, without a resort 
to direct taxation, and it was shown that 
In the minds of the Fathers of Confed- 
eration the subsidy from the Dominion 
was regarded as one that would always 
be the chief revenue of the provinces. 
Any government in Quebec that resort- 
ed to direct taxation, it, was alleged, 
would tall. Mi. Dorion, when lie 
pointed out that the subsidy would not 
be sufficient for the requirements, was 
accused of being a demagogue and of 
seeking to frighten the people. Mr. 
Gouin concluded with a very complete 
answer to objections that have been rais- 
ed on the score of extravagance: 

"It is likewise objected that an in- 
crease of the Federal subsidy would lead 
(he local governments to extravagance. 
Such an objection is puerile. The pro- 
vincial governments, like the central 
government, are responsible to the peo- 
ple for the administration of the public 
moneys, and they must account to the 
electorate lor every cent they spend, 
wheresoever the money spent may come 
from. And. dually, is it because we 
might squander what is due us that the 
payment of the same should be refused 
us. Has any court ever been known 
to refuse to render justice because he 
who claimed what is due him might af- 
terwards make a bad use of it'.'" 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who followed Mr. 
Gouin, treated the subject very gin- 
gerly "en passant." After briefly sketch- 
ing tiie history of Confederation, the re- 
ports stale that Sir Wilfrid disposed of 
it in this way: "The pacts and agree- 
ments entered into for Confederation 
must be observed. This was why 
provincial subsidies were granted and 
the principle must lie maintained. This 
principle has, however, been discussed 
by others, whose views cannot always 
lie accepted — hut the dinner table is 
not the place for such a discussion. 

"Mr. Gouin is not the only man to 
suffer from an insufficiency of means. 
He knows that. (Laughter.) There 
are many things the Federal Government 
could do if it only had the means." 
(Laughter.)

53,000,000 cubic yards were ex- 
cavated at a cost of sixty-five millions of 
dollars; in tin istructioii of the Chi- 
cago Drainage canal, 40,000,000 cubic 
yards were removed at a cost of $28,-

millions of dollars, and the length of the 
canal will be fifty miles. It lias been 
calculated that the earth which it will 
ho necessary to remove in order to make 
the channel would build n wall ten and 
a half feel high and six feet thick en- 
circling the earth.

J. II. Christie, tin; well known old- 
tiitte prospector and explorer, has return- 
ed from a fori night's trip through East 
Kootenny, where he examined some coal 
ami oil properties, says the' Kosslnnd 
Miner. He reports that lie had rather 
It hard trip, owing to (he deep snow, hut 
stirs there is plenty of coal nnd undoubt- 
edly oil is there, as there ure many strong 
surface indications of it. He says he 
(irmly believes that Bast Kootenny will 
in time bo developed into one of the 
greatest oil fields on the continent. 

Before Mr. Christie went to East 
Kootenny he had just returned from the 
Okanagan district where ho located sev- 
en miles of excellent bituminous coal, lo- 
cated within seven miles of the west 
shore of Okanngnn lake, along what is 
known us Short' 1 creek. The coal is 
only twenty .miles from the city of Ver- 
non. The seams carry about ten feet 
of good coal, which is good for domestic 
and steam purposes nnd is an excellent 
cokisg coal. Analyses show thai it ear- 
| ries (ifi per cent, id' fixed carbon and only 
|4'/> per cent, of null. Messrs. Baker St 
MYVittie, of Cranbrook, arc interested 
I with Mr. Christie in the coal, and in- 
tend to open and develop the property 
this winter, so as to lie able to supply 
the local demand in the spring. .lust us 
soon ns transportation facilities are af- 
forded the intention is to supply the 
Muellers in the Boundary and elsewhere 
with coke. 

Mr. Christie two mouths since visited 
the Shliswap lake country nnd says that 
the surface showings there are nonie- 
thing remarkable. While there he vis- 
ited n very important find of galena, 
near Seymour arm. There is a twelve- 
foot ledge, which can be traced till the 
surface for at least seven mines. In the 
ledge there is from four to six feel of 
solid galena on toe foot wall and six feet 
of rich concentrating ore. This. Mr. 
Christie says, is regarded ns one of the 
greatest limls of silver-lend ever found 
on the continent. Sixteen of the claims 
have been bonded by their several own- 
ers to Mr. Horaldson, representing Salt 
Lake capital, for $250,000. The inten- 
tion of the people who have bonded 
these claims is to go on with the work 
of developing them this winter. 

Mr. Christie, wiil he in town for a few 
davs when hi' will leave for the Okan- 
agan for the purpose of looking after 
his coal property.

LORD HOLLAND'S ANECDOTES.

Some lime ago wo called attention to 
the forthcoming volume of Lord Hol- 
land's .Memoirs of the Wbis L'ui'ty. They 
have now appeared but arc hardly yet 
known in this country.

^'heti Driiry Lane Theatre rose from 
its ashes the committee asked for si com- 
petition of addresses to be delivered on 
the opening night. Byrou in the end 
wrote the actual address. Meantime 
Whitbreitd himself prepared an address 
in which the Phoenix fluttered freely 
with all her plumage described. Lord 
Holland said to Sheridan if was like 
tho composition or a schoolboy. "Like 
a schoolboy!" saitl .Sheridan; "no, rath- 
er like a poulterer!" 

Lord Holland denies that .Sheridan 
was as badly neglected in his hist days 
by his 1 olitical friends as Moore has 
asserted. Canning helped him; wo 
judge that Lord Holland did also. A 
man who had outraged all forms of 
friendship und all the feelings ol" so- 
ciet- by 'his conduct was not in a. posi- 
tion to complain uf neglect. He accept- 
ed favors without, gratitude, ami even 
with resentment. Still, he died with 
bailiffs in ihis house. Charles Kox 
tometiuies lived with them. Pitt would 
have been seized had he not died on 
the day he did. It is all very melan- 
choly, since it was not fate hut pro- 
fusion that .brought about the disas- 
ters. 

Burke he represents as having "so 
little judgment in debate, ami so little 
eoinmund of temper in public or in 
society, that it was at all times a prob- 
lem whether he did more harm or good 
lo the side which he espoused." In 
office Burke was certainly a bad ad- 
ministrator. Still, lie dominates tho in- 
teleet of mankind to this day on 
the questions of t hat age. 

Dr, Robert's was a shrewd clergyman 
who was made a Provost of Oxford. 
In thanking tne Kin", he said: "And I 
.1111 the more sensible of the favor con- 
ferred, sir, as it is tenable witli any 
other preferment! One naturally won- 
ders if the King took the hint. They 
sometimes have a sense of humor. 

Dr. Parr worried Dr. Poison to give 
iiis opinion on the origin of good and 
evil. "Why, I think," said Person, "we 
slioiljil have done very well withou: 

'li !" Porson was much addicted to 

drink, ami it was said of him thai he 
" "ired out Creek like a drunkco 
Helot." 

Lord Holland's account of (Slbbon's 
personal appearance and habits i< 
rather biting: ".No man could have sur- 
mised from his inanimate yet hideous 
face I hat he possessed such powers of 
application and such faculties of wil 
and reasoning as his works unques- 
tionably display, All the pictures of 
him have an air of caricature. 

When (Jibhon lived at Lausanne, Lord 
Holland says that lie exacted from local 
society honors hardly less than rega 
At the iliamilcHS little tea parties of the 
place he was always offended if any 
lady had the audacity to take a cup or 
a cake before his arrival on the scene, 
anil always exhibited his benevolent 
disapprobation. 

Fox wrote in a copy of Gibbon's His- 
tory — which was afterwards seized by 
the bailiffs — "Mie gentleman told me 
on the Monday that no good would be 
done till the heads of Lord North and 
his colleagues were laid on the table 
of the House of Commons; and on the 
.Saturday the same gentleman accepted 
,1 'dace under Lord North!' 

Cibhon, however could have written 
in Pox's Historv of .Limes II.: "This 
gentleman spent 'ears in violent and 
vindictive personal abuse of Lord North, 
vet in order to get into ollice he sought 
and formed a coalition with his enemy." 
'1 here are always, aCJeast, two sides to 
these pleasant little ironies of life. 

Lord Holland is. for a man of gentle 
nat ure, rather harsh with Soul hey. 
Coleridge, and •\VJrdswnrth. for .their 
liliuudniimcnt of "llieir early revolution- 
ary views. He calls it a "sudden and 
violent apostasy" from their early prin- 
< : les. They were too young to form 
"Hnciples; they had only fancies and 
enthusiasm. What cured them was 
toe reallv sudden and violent develop- 
ment of the French revolution into 
•ueral massacre and regicide. Even 
Lord Holland was not unaffected by 
these events; thoil-'i he always was a 
Iricml of Najoleon. 

Disraeli once advised a young candi- 
date lor his good counsel "never to ask 
who wrote the Letters of Junius." That 
was a bore. Lord Holland, however, 
leaves on record the fact, on the testi- 
mony of Lord Albermarle, who was 
oro.-ont that Sir Philip Francis, on bo- 
snii only told 'hat "Lloyd wrote 
the letters and you corrected the pros-;," 
leplled: "Von have made much worse 

-Messes sir. than ( ha t in your li fe. ' 
it is not much of a solution, but it is 
a hint. 1 lie parlies hail, however, 
been drinking and truth docs not al- 
ways come out when the wine is in. 
I ■ ' ..orth suspected Lloyd, who was 
George Grenvillo's secretary. It was 
said (hat the King knew for certain 
win, was the writer: hut kings keep 
secrets well. 

Lord Holland exhibits a critical atti- 
tude towards Wellington, and recalls 
some id' his early moral escapades in 
India, They are probably true enough. 
The Duke even in his old age had lo 
lie watched by his family and guarded 
a ainst dangerous neople, The fashion 
of the day. esnecially in the army, 
was not favorable to morality. The 
Duke, as some one said of Marl- 
borough, was so great a man that we 

can afford to l'oi I ho had some little 

failings. 

The author confirms the story told by 
Crnevoy, that it was Hroughain who 
tirsl suggested in the King the pro- 
ceedings for divorce, lie then 1 umc 

the Queens advocate, and made politi- 
cal eanital out ol the proceedings | 1( > 
had himself suggested. Of all the 
scoundrels of that prolific age, 
Hroughain was the niosi incomparable. 

The most ustonismng revelation in 
the volume is the alleged fact that 
Canning's refnsnl to take pari in the 
Queen's nrosoeufioti was due to his ton 
•rent intimacy with her, and that the 
Kin:' was aware of ii. Ho insisted 

however, on ('.■inning's remaining, with 
a free hand: bin Canning decided to 
tesigii.

Circular of Instructions 

The circular of August 21st. issued .by 
.Mr. Biair and submitted 11:1 an exhibit, 
nud the following among its clauses: 

■•School Work Drawing Book IV.— 
freehand— Although this work was very 
good from a few schools, it was, gener- 
ally, not LMjIial to that scat in for the 
preceding examination. There "was 
clear evidence of much ruling, especial- 
ly centre hues; nud although the instruc- 
tions fur examination work stated that 
Ex. -1 was to 'bo enlarged, this was dis- 
regarded by quite half the teachers. 

".Model Drawing.— With the exception 
of a few caes. teachers ignored the re- 
quirement regarding the size these draw- 
ings were to be made. Thvy were to 
be "about four inches across the longest 
size, certainly not less than three inch- j 
es." Many were again, as at the last! 
examination, actually less than the small 
sketches printed at the foot of .the page, j 
A more important matter, and one to 
which the attention of teachers was also 
called in my last report is that in most 
Of the large schools the parallel views of] 
the cube and shallow square box were 
again made all alike as regards the rela- 
tive position of their vertical edges. It 
is impossible, as 1 said in my last report, 
that from 15 to 20 pupils can see a mod- 
el in this way. The obvious conclusion 
is that these drawings were not made 
from the model at all. but either from 
the small sketches at the fool of the 
page, or from a drawing on the .blaek- 
Iboard. I referred this state of things 
to the seven members of the examining 
board who .were present, and they were 
unanimous regarding this view of the 
matter, and also as to 'the value such 
I work in model drawing should receive. 
■'Another important question in con- 
nection with model drawing presented 
itself, namely, ruled lines. In my last 
1 report n 1parnffrap.l1 is devoted to tills, 
I concluding with these words: "no rul- 
I Ing whatever is to be allowed in model 
I drawing." In the books from a niittl- 
j her of schools, eases of ruling were on 
careful examination obvious here and 
along a rough edge, or the actual ruled 
! along a rough edge, or be actual ruled 
line was covered by a freehand line—- 
; cases that 'had probably escaped tlhe 
supervision of the teacher. When, how- 
ever, it was found that in such schools 
j as Stratliconn and Mount Pleasant, 
Vancouver, ami South Park ami North 
Ward.

' l'.MM), was a graduate of the Kensington 
1 art school of London and became an ex- 
aminer of that school after graduation. 
I Had iliiiie much work in the Encyclope- 
dia Brilannii'ii. Was engaged In edit- 
'rational work in New /.en land: had been 
I examiner at the last live British Colum- 
bia si I I examinations: was author of 

Blair drawing bonk seiiesnsed in Brit- 
;>|i Columbia schools; bad lectured at 
times on drawing to British Columbia 
.chool teachers, particularly at Vancou- 
ver convention, which Miss Cameron at- 
tended. I prepared circulars admitted 

in evidence, always drawing attention to 
the fact that rilling was not permitted 111 
free-hand and model drawing.

They I'Oi. presumably ben 
drawn from the designs made 
no the books to illustrate the man- 
ner in which drawing should be done, 
or from a sketch on the blackboard, as 
a whole class of tmeils could not by any 
means see a model from the same point 
of view, and because many lines had 
been ruled.

In order to make the appeal 
successful, it was necessary to soften 
somewhat the adamantine wickedness 
of Hie King. But actual history appeals 
in vain against Shakespeare. 

Scott has been in like manner per- 
haps also in like measure, a maker of 
historical impressions. Hen. A. S. (!. 
Canning has just published a volume, 
' History in Seott's Novels,'" which will 
ho an invaluable handbook for the future 
for all students of tho purely historical 
character and value of Scott as a his- 
torin n. 

Some time ago we culled attention to 
the faet that by a chronological nr- 
ran 'ement the whole of the Essays of 
Macaulay could lie formed into a con- 
secutive history of Knirland and Hug- 
hs' literature, with parts of European 
history thrown in as they bore on llie 
i,i--' - of England. The writing of his 
History was ail the more easy from the 
larl thai llie essays had been written. 

The vast scale on which he plan 1 his 

wok. which would have run Into a 
score of volumes .hud lie continued at 
the rate he began, was probably due to 
ins fumiihirity with the subjects he 
proposed to himself. 

From the impressions made on the 
nnhlic mind by Maeauhiy few Jus- 
ton, -al characters have escaped. When 
ho painted white, as in tlie ease of 
William, and when lie painted black, 
as in the cas-o of .Tnmes, the colors 
remain, so far as tho average reader is 
concerned, untouched by time. At- 
tempts have been made lo relieve the 
memory of Penn, ami the memory of 
lie- ey. for exnmide, but the vast body 
of readers remains uninfluenced by these 
ideas. 

Me Cunning has made a like chrono- 
he'i.-nl list of S.-ott's novels. These 
were 'ublished at random and without 
regard to historical continuity; but 
wueti arranged in historical order they 
I,, rin a continuous history. Scott in- 
vented. ,,f course, and treated history 
as bis servant, ml his master; but he
